3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of prior 
art of record taken alone or in combination shows a triangular wave signal generation 
circuit, a PWM control signal generation circuit receiving the triangular wave signal and 
the current detection signal flowing through the load for generating a PWM control 
signal by comparing the triangular wave signal with an error signal that is formed based 
on the current detection signal, a switch driving circuit receiving the PWM control signal 
and a run-stop signal and proving the switching circuit with drive signals based on the 
PWM control signal when the run-stop signal has a logical run-state, but when the run- 
stop signal has a logical stop-state, provide the switching circuit with drive signals not to 
flow to the primary winding, when the run-stop signal gains the stop-state, the power 
from the power supply to the PWM control signal generating circuit and switching driving 
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circuit is cut off, and the driving circuit controls at least one of the switch drive signals 
enabling the switches so as to turn off the at least one switch.
